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This Windmill “De Hoop” was built in1801 in Hellevoetsluis. It replaced an older, 
dilapidated Windmill, that was built in 1697 and was on the site where presently the "Jan 
Blanken Drydock" is located. The old Mill was in the way and was promptly demolished. 
Windmill "De Hoop" is a working flour Mill, which is open to the public on weekends.

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An Important Remembrance 


The Watersnood from 31-January-1953, Now 70 years ago. 
The worst natural disaster experienced in the Netherlands during the 20" 


Century, was the tidal flood and inundation from the North Sea, which 
affected many parts of Zeeland, west Noord-Brabant, Zuid-Holland, and 
Noord-Holland. This happened on the 15" birthday of Princess Beatrix, 31 
January 1953. That is now 70 years ago. This Natural Disaster caused the 
deaths of 1,836 people, with a further 40 people losing their lives days after 
this disaster. From an agriculture aspect, the entire affected regions saw the 
loss of more than 200,000 Cows, Horses, Pigs, Chickens, and other livestock. 
More than 200,000 hectares of good agricultural land was now soaked in salt 
water and rendered unsuitable for growing anything. Damage to property 
meant that 3,000 homes were destroyed as well as 300 farms. Another 40,000 
homes and 3,000 farms were damaged. 
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An exhibition is being put together about this Natural Disaster and 
immigration of the Dutch to Australia after the end of World War Two. 

The reasons for migration are always many. However, sometimes these are 
forced onto people through circumstances that were unforeseeable. The loss 
of your home or farm, together with everything that goes with that through 
this natural disaster, could for some people have been a compelling reason to 
seek a better future in a different country. 

The Bombing of Broome. 

Following the fall of Singapore in February 1942, many Dutch, especially 
Women & Children, took flight and left Indonesia and headed for the safer 
shores of Australia. Many flying boats loaded with refugees landed in Broome 
in late February to early March 1942. 
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An Important Remembrance 


| 16 Flying boats y were e destroyed i in Roebuck Bay, 
quite a few loaded with refugees from Java. 


It was on the 3* of March 1942, Broome was bombed by the Japanese, with 
several Dutch refugees still staying on these flying boats, which caused many 
to lose their lives. This brought World War II right onto the WA Doorstep. 
The exhibition will also include this traumatic event, as it illustrates another 
reason why migration became a necessity for many. 

The Dutch Ambassador to Australia i is being asked to open this exhibition, 
expected to be the 1" or 2”? of March 2023 in the WA Museum. 

The exhibition will follow through with the consequences of this natural 
disaster. That is, the Delta Project. Of course Australia suffered its own 
natural disasters this past year. 

Through this exhibition we hope to inform the Australian public, that these 
Natural Disasters can be prevented from reoccurring. However, the need to 
take such very serious measures, needs to be awakened in the public eye. 


Are you a survivor of the *Watersnood" in 1953? 
We are looking to talk to anyone who experienced this traumatic event in 1953. 


It could be that you were a child at the time, and simply came along with your 
family. Your story is important. Maybe you have recollections or memories about 
this awful experience. If you have a story to tell over this natural disaster, then we 
would like to hear from you. Your story can be added to this exhibition so that 
people can see how badly people suffered. 

\doctor Nonja Peters, author of *A touch of Dutch" and other works related to the 


link between the Netherlands and Australia, is involved in putting together this 
exhibition. She will conduct an interview with you in order to bring your story to 
life.

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The fortified Harbour of Hellevoetsluis 


Hellevoetsluis is a small City in the Western Netherlands. 

It can be found in Voorne-Putten, South Holland, and it 

borders the Haringvliet Waterway. It is close to the sea, the 
beach and dunes. It also lies on the edge of the 

d Europoort area, one of the largest Ports in the world. 

On 1 January 2023, it was merged with the former 

Municipalities of Brielle and Westvoorne to form a new 

Municipality called Voorne aan Zee. 


Flag & Coat of Arms, Hellvoetsluis. 


History: 
The area has been settled since before Roman times and was concentrated around a body of water 
called the "Helle" River, which disappeared over time. 


Hellevoetsluis has been one of the most 
important ports for the Dutch Navy for 
three centuries. From here, the Dutch 
merchant fleet was protected and naval 
m battles took place at times to defend the 
mouth of the Maas and access to the 
Rotterdam region. 
In later years the port was fortified 
more and more and Hellevoetsluis, 
therefore, became a uniquely fortified 
Port. 
The fortified harbour now serves as a marina The Voorne Canal we built M 1830 
for Boats and Yachts. from Hellevoetsluis to Nieuwesluis 
(near Heenvliet) and made 
Hellevoetsluis an outport of Rotterdam. It was a period when the Town grew and flourished; the 
shipping industry provided prosperity. 
In the first half of the 20th century, however, Hellevoetsluis went into decline. 
Ocean-going ships became too large to use the canal and the Nieuwe Waterweg was dug, making 
the Canal through Voorne redundant. The naval base was relocated to Den Helder in the 1930s and 
the Government shipyard was closed. However, after World War II, Hellevoetsluis once again 
started to flourish. The population doubled in the 1970s. Today 43,000 inhabitants live in modern 
houses with abundant green areas nearby. It is home to many commuters working in Europoort or 
in Rotterdam. 
During the flood of 1953, Hellevoetsluis was inundated and after this flood, the Netherlands 
implemented the "Deltawerken", a vast plan that put in place sea-defenses such as barriers 
to protect the vulnerable lands in the Meuse-Rhine river delta.

City Monuments: 

The City is home to several buildings from the 16th-19th Centuries that are listed monuments. 
Among these are the "Admiraliteitsgebouw" (City Hall), Windmill "de Hoop", Drydock Jan 
Blanken and the City's Water Tower. 

Admirality Building: 

King Willem III stayed here before leaving to England in 1688. Presently it is used as the City's 
Town Hall. 


The Drydock: 

The building of the Jan Blanked Drydock was started in 1802, but it was not completed until 

1823 and was officially opened. It served the Dutch Navy until 1850, when it became too small for 
the newest Navy Ships. A larger drydock was built at Den Helder in North Holland and the navy 
moved there as well. Presently the Drydock is still in use for smaller boats and yachts. 


The Water Tower: 

Water was brought to Hellevoetsluis by the Dutch Navy for many years, but in 1894 it threatened 
to stop this service. The City then built this 22 meter high water tower to serve the population. 
Water Sports: 

Hellevoetsluis is one of the largest water sports centers in the Country. There are 2,000 mooring 
places, spread over five harbours. With such a broad expanse of water as the Haringvliet and 

the North Sea close by, it is popular with water sports lovers and the Haringvliet is being used 
increasingly for national and international water sports events.
